STORIES OF SURVIVORS 


New York, April 19.—J. A. Drayton, 
of Los Angeles, Cal., was one of those 
who jumped from the Titanic after 
the first big list. 
He was about fifty 
leet from the boat swimming on his 
back amid the ice, with his face turn­ 
ed toward the ill fated ship. He said 
her bow sank and then roe® up into 
the air. 
Then came a third boiler ex­ 
plosion. The ship buckled amidships 
aud 
sank. 
He said there was not 
enough suction to draw him back, but 
a wave came from the vessel and 
pitched him forward aud away from 
the ship. 
“I was walking on the deck,” he 
said, ‘ and it was a fine cold, clear 
night. 
The moon was shining, aud a 
number of us were enjoying the crisp, 
keen air and were promenading about 
tile d*3ck. 
Captain Smith was ob the 
bridge, when the first cry from the 
lookout came to him that there was 
an iceberg ahead. 
It may have been 
JOU feet high when I saw it, and it wag 
probably 200 yards 
away from us, 
dead ahead. 
Captain Smith shouted 
some orders. 
What they were I could 
not 
understand and have not since 
learned, but a number of us prome­ 
naders rushed to the bow of the ship. 
When we saw we could not fail to hit 
it we all rushed to the stem. There 
tam e a crash and 
the 
passengers 
weer panicstricken for a time. Hut 
Captain Smith and a number of the 
officers reassured everybody and in­ 
sisted that there was no danger if only 
the 
passengers 
would 
keep 
their 
heads. 
A number of people had g ne 
to bed at this time and at the crash 
they rushed affrighted to the bridge. 
Captain Smith and his officers reas­ 
sured all. 
We stood around huddled 
in groups alter we had been pacified 
and reassured, icling one another that 
certainly there could lie no dauber, 
that 
the 
Titanic 
simply <ould not 
sink. 
“Tne accident happened at about 
halt past ten. Within half an hour the 
wireless was calling for help, and at 
about midnight I think there tam e 
the first boiler explosion. 
The first 
time I think Captain Smith begin to 
get worried. 
A few minutes later a 
second boiler exph*sion occurred, und 
then C aptan Smith ordered the crew 
to man lite lifeboats. 


Shot Three Steerage Passengers. 


"Among the firs* cabin passengers 
little or no confusion prevailed. 
The 
first and second officers, with revolv­ 
ers, stood by the ladders to tile boats. 
The orders were ‘Women first.’ Cap­ 
ulin Smit Ii paced up aud down the 
deck calor* lug and continually reiter­ 
ating the command ‘Women first'' Ti.® 
procedure into the boats was orderly. 
I understand that among the ste e r a g e 
passengers a punk broke out and that 
the salji'k officers had to shoot three 
rn nu who trie-1 to forte their way into 
tile boa s. 
No trouble at all of this 
kind hit.ke out among the first cabin 
passengers 
Occasionally 
an 
officer 
had to drive a man away from Iii* 
boat, but no shooting was done. * 
"Til* small boats were all ti.led up 
when the ship gave a heavy lurch. 
Site roiled to tile right and to the 
left as ii s ie were soggy. I don’t know 
why I jumped at this point, but I did, 
w11D my heavy ulster still on. 
Then 
I begin to swim away from the boat, 
as I feared that if the boat went down 
it would suck me under. 
My (oat 
helped to keep me up, although It re­ 
tarded my swimming, and I was about 
titty feet away when the Titanic sunk. 
I was 
probably in the water 
for 
tw ent' five minutes when I was pick­ 
ed up by one of the small boats. The 
sixteen small boats that the Titanic 
had were ail filled when the Titanic 
went down. 
Three of them were in 
the rear ol the Titanic and were suck­ 
ed under when 'h e steamship sank. I 
was in tile water for probably twenty 
minutes when I was pi* ked up by a 
small boat.” 
At this |H)int Mr. Brayton was asked 
how Colonel Astor, Benjamin Guggen­ 
heim and Major Butt

T h in k s Col. A stor Jumped Into Sea. 
“Colonel Astor was the only one of 
the-*e whom I noticed,” said Mr. Bray­ 
ton, “and he behavel very well.

think he jumped right atter I (lid, but 
I am not certain. 
I saw Mrs. Astor 
get into a small boat. 
Before this th* 
colonel had been supporting her in 
the crowd. 
H«- let her go with a gr**at 
deal of coolness, as if he were not 
afraid of himself at all and did not 
wish Mrs. Astor to have any fears for 
him.

All around 
us were scores of drowned bod es-.

would recognize a corpse and 
then iiad to be restrained from jump­ 
ing overboard. I he sailors could not 
m ove an ,f* 
wi h'*ut striking a bod" 
Mrs. Dickinson Bishop, of Detroit, 
said: ” 1 was the first woman in the 
first boat. 
I was in the boat four 
hours b efo re tieing picked up by t ’ e 
Carpathia. 
I was in bed a' the time 
the crash came, got up and dressed 
and went ba* k to bed, being as ur. d 
there was no danger. There were very 
tew passengers oil the deck when I 
reached there. 
There was little or no 
panic, and tile discipline of the Ti- 
fanic’s crew was perfect. Thank Cod 
my husband was saved also.”

An extraordinary amount of road 
work was done inst year on roads of 
New York as * (inquired to the previous 
year, according to tile annual report 
of the state highway commission, which 
has been submitted to the legislature. 
Last year 9.32 miles of new work 
were started and MO miles completed, 
while in the previous year 513 miles 
were started and 430 miles finished. 
This year the commission will work on 
1,800 miles of good roads, both stats

The commissioners report that 5,907 
miles of country road" and 1.340 mile* 
of state roads will have to is1 laid in 
order to complete the original system 
of good road in the stat**.

men 
who hoarded a lifeboat from tile deck 
of the ship. 
All hands in the lifeG>ats under iii 
Btrurtions from officers and n o n hi 
charge, were 
rowed a conaideui I * 
distance from the ship herself in order 
to get away as far as possible from 
the possible suction 
that would fol 
low her foundering. 
Th® marvelous thing aliout her 


appearance was that there was so lit­ 
tle suction as tx) be hardly appro ab e 
from the point where ne boats were 
floating. 
There was 
am ple tim e to I 
launch all the boats before ib e Ti­ 
tanic went down, as a ie wa? two hours 
and tw enty minutes afloat. So coufl 
j dent were all hands that she had not 
sustained a mortal wound that it was 
not until 12.15 a. rn., or thirty Ave m in­ 
utes after the berg was encountered, 
that the boats were lowered. 


Officers Stuck to Shoip. 


H undreds of the crew and a largo 
m ajority of the officers, in liming C ap­ 
tain Smith, stuck to the ship to tim 
Very last. 
It was evident alter til r * 
were several explosn us v lob doub - 
less were tire boilers uh wu g up, that 
abe had but a few monte 
s more of 
life. 
She broke in half am idships aud 
almost simultaneously her atter h It 
and her forward half sunk, the forward 
half vanishing bow hist and tile other 
•tern half stern first. 
The commotion caused was much 
less than the horrified watchers iii th** 
lifeboats 
hail 
expected. 
They were 
close enough to the broken ship to h* e 1 
clearly the most grewsome details of 
the 
foundering. 
AU the sperta ors 
agree that the shattered portions of 
the ship went down so quickly as to 
excite wonder, 
I.ike Mr. and Mrs John Jacob As­ 
tor, Mr. and Mrs. Harder occupied a 
stateroom on the starboard side of the 
ship. 
They said that they felt a dis­ 
tinct shock and saw ice pass the jx>rt. 
Mr. H arder said that he believed the 
berg m ust have been at least as high 
as the ship. It drifted away from the 
neighborhood of the aofident long be 
fore the ('arpathia came along a n i 
picked all hands up. 
They were in 
the lifeboats, they think, until about 
5.30 a 
rn. 
Some were scantily * a i 
and suffered 
exceedingly from the 
cold, but the majority of them were 
prepared for the emergency. 
In the darkness aG>ard the sh p, 
that came shortly after the collision, 
it 
was impossible for those in t e 
boats to distinguish the identity of 
any of the persons who leajwd into 
the sea 
It is believed that nearly a1 
tile 
r ah in 
passenger* who had not 
gene overboard immediately alter the 
boats were launched vanished with the 
officers and crew 
It i* likely th it 
Colonel John Ja<*ob Astor was one of 
this nurnl>er 
He was last seen wa k 
lug arm in arm with his wife on the 
promenade deck, sweetly oblivious of 
his danger 
When word carne for the 
women arid children to be put Into the 
boats, Colonel Astor went to the life 
boats with her. 
Some of the steward*, who formed 
part of the lifeboat crew, say that af­ 
ter the ship hit the berg the mal rlfy 
of the cabin passengers went ba k to 
their stateroom s and that It was ne 
cessarv to rout them out and In s rn 
Instance* to force life preserver* upon 
them. 
All agree that the engine- of 
the ship were stopped immediately af­ 
ter she had mad* the ineffectual turn 
to < lear the berg 
The lifeboat crews were m ade up 
of ate wards 
stoker*, c*>al trim m ers 
and ordinary seamen. 


Story of the Reeacu*. 


H ere and there among the pi* en 
g* sr of the Carpathia and from tue 
survivors of the Titaub the story wa* 
gleaned of the rescue Nothing iii Hie 
will ever approach the Joy felt by the 
hundreds, who were waiting in little 
boats on the spot where the Ti ani 
foundered, w hen the lights on the ('a r­ 
pathia were first made out. That was 
at 4 a. nj. on Monday morning. 
The ('arpathia, steaming on her way 
to the M editerranean, was halted a 
little after midnight by the deapera e 
calls of Phillip*, the T itanic’* wire 
less man. 
The Cutiarder slowed, turn 
od and headed at full speed for th** 
location given by Phillips. 
Captain 
Roatron was told that the Titanic had 
struck an lreberg at 10.40 p. rn. Sun­ 
day night. 
He heard by fitful dots and 
dashes 
that the ship wa* in great 
peril. 
Roatron swung the C arpathia 
westward and ordered his engineer- 
to give her every pound of steam they 
could raise Then he spoke to hts offi­ 
cers. outlining what probably would 
be required Arrangement* were made 
a* the Carpathia steamed onw ard to 
take care of 2000 |>eople. The wireless 
failed at 12 17 a rn., after only a hint 
of what was taking place. 
At the C a r p a t h i a n best sp e e d . It wax 
not until 4 a. rn. t h a t she m ade out 
the fleet of s m a ll G*ats l ying o v e r t h e 
sc pen of the -wreck. 
The n i g h t h a I 
been ch ar, and there was no difficulty 
in sighting without glasses t h e litt le 
l*oats th a t were waiting in Birch sub 
jiense. 
Captain Rostron stopped his sh'p 
while still a good distance from the 
boats. 
He lowered rope ladder* as 
well as the ordinary gangw ays and 
watted for the Gulfs to come up to 
him 
The sailors of the T itanic who 
manned these G»ats rowed hard, and 
It was only a few minutes when the 
first of them came alongside. 
The appearance of the survivor* In 
them was pitiable Women were clad 
only In nightgowns and thin kimonos, 
and many were wet through. A few of 
the women wore hats, hastily and un 
I onsclously 
donned, 
no 
doubt, 
al 
though they had no heavy clo hing 
Some had on evening dress an i slip 
per*. 
There were a num ber of chil 
drcn. 
In Hie first boat that cam e up 
there was a chill fast asleep in It* 
m others’ arms. 


Half Crazy From Grief. 


Tile boats had waited two and a 
half hours, their occupant* half crazy 
from grief and uncertainty. 
Herded 
separately Into the all too few boats 
and put over the side, it was the tale 
of the little more than 7G> to sit help­ 
lessly and watch the death of t h e r 
relatives and friends 
With what calmness the cria's al 
lowed, the officers of the ship. as* af 


od by brave m ea who had presently to 
die, placed m ost of the women and 
children into the boats, and with them 
seamen and volunteers to labor at tile 
oars. Then, with all tile bi,at* over­ 
board and nothing that could be used 
for rafts, two thirds of the ship s com­ 
pany had to w'ait to see what brief 
time w'ould hold for them. 
It was ap­ 
parent that the Titanic was stagger 
ing toward her end. Tile only hope was 
that her last feeble calls for help had 
been heard by a liner that could sweep 
up in time. 
And all these hopes and fears were 
maddenly clear to the 
few in the* 
boats. 
They realized- at least some 
of the men did—th a t the Titanic- must 
shortly founder and that nearly ail of 
those left on her would have to die 
So the delivered ones watched with 
straining 
eyes for the 
least, faint 
gloam on the horizon that would toil 
of the oncom ing of a steam ship 
No talc* has ever been told m o r e ' 
pitiful, more choked with horror than 
the plight of the women and children 
who waited there, oblivious to Hie 
bitter cold, to see whether th** w re-: 
less would bring relief in time to tile r 
loved ones that showed clearly on the 
Titanic* dark m ass 
And th *re for two and a half hours 
a third prayed or clung with faltering 
hearts to the hope that the signals 
had been heard in time. There were 
cries sounding over the waters, men 
calling from the Titanic to their wives 
or children In the boats, answering 
replies. In those dread hours counsels 
of good cheer and hope si>ed over the 
sea. 
And then, a t 2.20 a 
rn, the end 
carne suddenly. 
T he riven ship, he' 
starGmrd side shorn deeply, her ba k 
broken, w ater filled from bow to stern, 
staggered, lurched and 
went down 
Men leaped from her and 
lingered 
briefly on the top of the waters. Bits 
of wreckage filiated In the brightness 
and there was clearly seen men cling 
ing desperately and striving to draw 
themselves out of 
the ocean 
The 
watchers In the boats earri**d awav 
many such pictures that are indelibly 
imprinted. 
If was said that most of 
the 
men 
passengers of the Titanic 
who were brought to New York Jump 
ed from the sinking ship and were 
hauled into the lifeboat* nm ** in tile 
water, these were buoyed up by the 
lifeboats until they could get to the 
boats 


Band Played as Titanic Sank. 


One of the things that ling**! grate 
fully in the mind* of the survivors 
was the music* that floated to them 
over the w a,era as the Titanic slowly 
filled and settled The hand was play 
ing solemn tunes. 
To tilt straining 
ear-* of the people in the boats (atua 
first, “W hen We Meet Beyond.'* and 
later, when the great ship had sagged 
still deejrer In the water, the b rid 
played 
softly “Nearer, My God, I 
Thee." 
The Titanic survivors, whr 
paused long enough on the pier to 
sketch briefly what the\ could of the 
hoirors of t.tat night, said that they 
would never forget the playing of the 
hand 
In the small boats the noise* of et 
plosions in the Titan! 
Just beiure sh* 
sang wa* clearly audible. The explo 
slons were loud and the listeners a 
on! e thought that the boilers ha I been 
blown up.
